We hear much of the piety and zeal of slave-holding 
ministers: Their northern apologists are even telling what 
goud men they are—how devoted, how ready to every good | 
word and work. /Talk of the picty of that man who holds 
a fellow manasa brute and a chattel !—the piety of ‘hinr 
who bursts into the dumest’c circle of bis neighbor and 
drags from the very horns of his domestic altar bis wife 
and children and leaves him a bereaved, broken-hearted, 
crushed man !—the piety of him who buys and selis the 
image of God !—the picty of a man who keeps men and 
women aud compe's them to herd tugcther like brates with- 
out fegul inarriage!—a pious man, a minister of Christ, 
a keeper of a brothel ! !—revivals of religion by the agency: 
of men engaged in the infamous practice of buying and 
selling mnen!—a robber, a pirate, ordainod to preach. the 
gospel of Jesus Christ! Let all such slave-holding minis- 

ters when they come among us, see and fecl that we re- 
gard them not as ministers but as solves in sheep's clothing. 
A slaveholder preaching the gospel! the devil preaching 
to Eve in the ‘secret bowers of paradise. A  slaveholder 
feeding, guiding and guarding the flocks of Christ! a wolf 
feeding, guarding ai:1 guiding a flock of lambs. 

Rev. Mr. Spanthting, of the Baptist denomination, re- 
marked that he was credibly inf rmed that Mr, Manley 
actually sold a slave before he left the South, on his late 
visit to this State. Such a man does uot deserve the char- 
itable reception of the churches at the North. Still we 
must be eareful how we severely blame churches, when 
such ministers find access to their pulpits. It generally 
happens that they do vot know the character of strangers 
Who are invited to preach in them. : 

Mr. Lewis Tappan, from New York, reminded the So- 
ciety ofa remark of the Rev, Leonars BaconJof New Haven, 
made ina late discourse he preached from the text “ Thou 
shalt not steal... He said he hoped that when Northern’ 
men went to the South and contaminated thomselves with 
slavery, they would, on their return to their native places 
and early assuciatiuns, meet the indignant frown of their 
former friends, and be considered as LOST MEN, He, | 
stated that during the last sumer he fell into company ; 
with two ministers of this description. One of them said | 
that the expression in scripture, “trading in the bodies 
and soule of men,” bad no ap; licability to making mer- 
ehandize of souls; that suuls | ere meant merely “ persons.” 
The reply made to him was, “ Art thou then a master in } 
Israel, and kuowest not these things?” He observed also 
that on being requested by a Professor of a Southern Col- 
leye to make a subscription in favor of it, end on his de- 
siring to be excused, the Professor expressed himself with 
such great warmth against the abolitionists, that he, Mr. 
T., requested to know if he were not a native of a north- 
erm astute, as he hid found that such ministers were the 
svonest inflamed to anger when the subject of slavery was 
introdnced, and the most bilter against the friends of liberty. 
‘The Professor unwillingly confessed ‘t:.. he was a son of 
New Fngland. 

Rev. Mr. Blain said, I hate po excuse for Mr. Manley.

Congress and of the State Legislatures, Clergymen, Post- 
mas'ers and Editors—men whose names are tound in the 
public annals of the day. If the slaves have got them, they 
have got them through the hands of their masters. 

The South began to think that the fountains of abolition | 
had broken loose, and was all coming down upon them at 
once. Something must be done. And what did they do, 
sir! In the first place they broke open the post office at 
Charleston, S. C., seized tw or three bags of our papers 
and Lynched them. Yes, sir, those papers suffered mar- 
tyrdom. But “they being dead yet speak.” ‘They have

Amatcamation 1x New Orveans.—Many who affect 
to be horror-siricken with the fear that emancipation would 
result in amalgamation, and who get up mobs and excite- 
ments against abolitionists on that account, are among the 
practical supporters of the amalgamation that is constantly 
taking place. Look at the following. 


New Orleans is peopled in great part hy Americans from 
the North, who come to enrich themselves, and go as soun 
as their fortunes are made’ It is rarely that these citizens 
of passage marry; and here is the obstacle. During the 
summer of every year, New Orleans is ravaged by the ye|- 
low fever. At this time all who can possibly remove, quit 
the city, ascend the Mississippi and the Obio, and seek in 
the central or northern states, in Philadelphia or Boston, 
amore salubrious climate. When the hot ¢.ason is past, 
they return to the south and resume their place in the count- 
ing-house. ‘These annual migrativns are no trouble to a 
bachelor, but they would seriously incommode a whole 
family. The American avoids all embarrassment by going 
without a wife and taking an illegitimate companion ; the 
latter he always chooses amoung the free females of coler ; 
he gives her a sort of dowry ; the young woman finds 
herself honored by a union which connects ber with a 
white; she knows that she cannot marry hin, it is 
much in her eyes that she can be loved by hin. She 
could, according to our laws, have married a mulatto ; 
but such an all.ance would not have raised her from 
her elase«. ‘he mulatto, besides, would have had no 
power of protecting her; in marrying the colored man 
she would perpetuate her degradation ; she raises herself 
hy prostituting herself to the white. All the young wo- 
men of color are educated in these prejudices, and from 
the tenderest age their parents fashion them for corruption. 
There are public balls where only white men and wo- 
men of color are aduiitted; the husbands and brothers 
of the latter are by no means received; the mothers are 
accustomed to attend themselves, they. are the witnes- 
s of the homage addressed to their daughters, they en- 
‘ourage and rejoice in it. When an American is sinit- 
ten with a girl, it is of her mother that he asks her; 

he makes the best bargain she can and exacts the 
price. greater or less, according to the youth and be wuty 
of her daoghter. All this passes without mystery ; these 
monstrous unions have not even the decency of vice 
which hides itself for shame, as virtue dues from mo-esty ; 
they exhibit tcemselves to the eyes of all without disguisee, 
without either disgrace or blame attaching to the men 
who fo ied them. When a northerner has made his tor- 
tune, he bas gained his end—he quits New Oricans 
never to return. His children, and she who-for ten 
| years lived as his wife, are no longer any thing to him. 
The colored woman sells herself to anvther. Such is 
the lot of females of the African race in Louisiana — 
Maria, or Slavery in the United States. By Gustarus de

No one has ever duly considered the cause of emanci- 
pation without perceiving that it not only involves the civil 
freedom, but the cternal life of multitudes. It therefora 
should command the prayers and unwearied efforts of all, 
and especially of those who leve the souls of men and the 
glory of Christ. This view assures them that those who 
struggle to liberate the enslaved have other helpers than 
men, and that all beings, of other worlds, who are active 
in promoting the gospel of Christ arc also engaged in abol.- 
ishing slavery, which is one of its greatest hindrances.— 

This view also assures them that the same encourage- 
ments which God gives that their labor shall not be in vain 
in saving men, he also gives that they shall succeed in lib. 
erating them. The Lord is intrusted in the work—it is 
his own cause. He has promised to succeed it fully. Let 
then every abolitionist put histrust in the Infinite Friend of 
the oppressed. Let him look on the hills around about him 
and sce the countless chariots of Isracl and say, “ they that 
are with us are more than they that are with them.” Let 
him encourage himself in the Lord, even when events seem 
unpropitious. ; 

But whilst the arm and the heart of the Almighty are 
their hope, facts as they develope his invisible operations 
are designed to confirm thcir faith. Every one, therefore, 
who discloses such facts may strengthen his brethren.—- 
Being desirous of doing this, I send you the following fact, 
of which I was informed by an cye witness. 





In K. county, Va., not long since, at an evening religious 
meeting which was held in a school house, Mr. N. an aged 
and wealthy planter, who was entircly unaccustomed to 
speak in such assemblies arose and stated that for some 
days past he had been led to consider the subject of slave. 
ry and was now fully convinced that it was a great sin-— | 
He thought the church in that place, as such, ought to re- | 
move the wickedness and liberate their slaves, and he closed 
with much emotion by stating that he was willing that 
night to liberate sixty slaves. 


He ceased to speak and 
waited for a responsive christian reply. Instead of it, the 
door, a:ound which the slaves had becfi permitted to assem. 
ble, was instantly closed and the Rev. Mr. C. who docs not 
own any of his fellow-men, reproved the penitent slave. 
holder. He regretted the remarks which had been made, 
they were ill-timed, they were premature, and they were 
calculated to do much injury ! 

This fact suggested the following thoughts to me: 

1. The gospel sometimes produces different and greater 
effects than was expected and designed by those who preach 
it. As Dr. Scott previous to his conversion found that the | 
truths proclaimed by him convinced men of sin as he had 
not experienced and designed—so the preaching of the love 
of Christ and the duties of loving our neighbors and of do- 
ing to others whatsocver we would that others should do 
to us, by Mr. C. unexpectedly to him led his hearer, Mr. 
N. to repent of enslaving his neighbor. 


The gospel went 
too far, even to the man of color, and Mr. N. went too fast 
for him in doing good, even to break the yoke which galled 
the oppressed ! 


Men should be careful how they use such | 
powerful weapons as the sword of the spirit! 


2. God hears prayer in behalf of the poor and needy.— | 
He will be inquired of, by the house of Israel to do this | 
thing, and when he shall be honored as the great Libera- 
tor he will bless appropriate means and perform the work 
which shall fill earth and heaven with plaudits.

flocked to his dhunkery and there tasted his deadly poisons, 
Expert in expounding a text of scripture, indicating its 
hidden meaning and use in extracting words of comfort or 
terror and in applying his discourse to the heart and con- 
science ; also in expounding the properties of black strap 
or whiskey punch, in showing its use and adaptedness to 
melt, soothe, cheer and subdue the body and soul; he was 
no less eelebrated as a frnctifying rum seller and toddy 
compounder than as a faithful and laborious preacher. Sat. 
urday evening was his most busy time—having to supply 
his church and people with his melting soul-and.bedy-sub- 
duing liquor to last them over the Sabbath, on which oc- 
casion the wife or daughter was called in, to aid in the sol- 
emn work of filling bottles, jugs, and rundlets. 

He had a great revival of religion. Sinners were pricked 
in their hearts and converted on the Sabbath by sermons 
and prayers, planned and studied in the grog shop, while 
drawing and compounding the deadly dram with which he 
stabbed their bodies and souls during the week while deal- 
ing out sin, cleath and damnation by the glass.

LETTER FROM LORENZO NEELY. 


Gatwar, Nov. 4th, 1836. 

Friend Goodell—I left Utica Tuesday morning, Oct. 18th 
for Albany and having understood that there were a few 
abolitionists at this place who had been totally neglected 
by our agents, I resolved to visit them in order te strengthen 
their hands and encourage their hearts. I found the con. 
gregation at the place called the “ Notch” engaged ina 
protracted mecting, and it was thought expedient to defer 
lecturing here until the following weck. To fill up the 
time I turned my attention to East Galway, and soon made 
arrangements for a course of lectures which I accordingly 
delivered to a small but very attentive audience consisting 
of the most respectable people of the place, among whom 
was the minister, the Rev. Mr. Harper, a very worthy man, 
who attended each lecture and manifested some considera- 
ble devotion to the cause. After the lectures were conclud- 
ed asociety was formed of material and men that I dare 
assert will ever honor the cause which they have espouscd. 
The pledge adopted was that of the American Soci:ty.— 


| Our friend Charles Stuart had a week or two previous in- 


troduced this subject to this eongregation. The reception 
which I received was extremely kind, and I can speak of 
the people only in the highest terms. On the 27th, I de- 
livered a lecture at West-Galway and promised them two 
more Icctures during the course of the next week. After 
my lecture the minister came to me and requested me to de- 
sist lecturing among his people on account of their unset- 
tled state; not all being of one mind in relation to this 
subject. Not agreeing with him as to my duty, as he de- 
fined it, after having imp-rted to him very freely my views 
respecting the course he was pursuing, we parted neither 
of us much pleased. I, because one who professed to be 
a minister of the gospel of Christ should insist upon my 
abandoning my duty: he, because I was so obstinate as to 
persevere contrary to his wishes. The next day I set out 
for Johnstown in compliance with the invitation of Mr. 
Leaton, and engaged to deliver a course of lectures, which 
engagement if providence permit, I will discharge next 
week. This is an important point, being the shire town of 
Montgomery county, containing a population of worthy 
people and some who are our warm friends, of whom I 
would mention Mr. Leaton and the Rev. Mr. Swart of the 
associate church. The court house will be procured for 
the lectures if practicable, and it was thought there would 
be no difficulty. I do not think that it could have been ob- 
tained had the lectures been appointed previous to the elec- 
tion, for people hcre have been gencrally under the impres- 
sion that our inetives are of a political nature, but the objec- 
tion can be no longer urged since the election is now

Eatine.4The Americans and the “English ‘are the 
greatest eaters in the world—the most voracious devourers 
of meats, and the mst eager for high, hot aud stimulating 
wines. Meat enough is put upon an American dinner 
table every day to keep a family of Frenchmen, Italians, 
or even Germans, a fuil week if not a month; meat, tov, 
at that very seaSon of the year—the hot ‘season—when 
its stimulus is too strong, and when the system demands 
the relief of vegstable diet. Ia the South of France, meat, 
is eaten by the peasantry only once a week; on Sunday, 
generally.
